The Banbury youngster was 
diagnosed with leukaemia in the run¬ 
up to the festive season and was 
undergoing chemotherapy by 
December 25.

Mother Louise Sansom, 31 
said: “It’s really painful to 
think about this time last 
year.

“It’s been the hardest year of 
my life - but we will be 
celebrating this Christmas as it 
will be a lot different.” 

After suffering infections 
that did not improve with 
medication, Ella was admitted 
to Banbury’s Horton General 
Hospital on November 27 over 
concerns about low blood counts. 

Ella, who attends Banbury’s St 
Mary’s Playgroup, had a blood 
transfusion and was transferred to 
Oxford’s John Radcliffe Hospital where 
she had a bone marrow biopsy on 
December 2. 

The next day she was diagnosed with 
acute lymphoblastic leukaemia and 
began chemotherapy. 

She is now in remission and will 
continue to have chemotherapy until 
March 2016. 

Miss Sansom has been preparing for 
the event since August with the help of 
her mother, Ann Sansom, 57, and 32- 
year-old partner Adam Maylor.

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community centre." 

The police force, which has spent about 
£70,000 maintaining the building, announced in 
July last year it planned to sell and move into 
more efficient premises. 

It has also closed the Kidlington and Wood 
Farm police stations, and plans to sell stations in 
Wallingford, Wantage, Woodstock and Thame. 

More than 100 people attended a town hall 
public meeting last month and MrTysoe said 
residents voted overwhelmingly to make a bid for 
the Chipping Norton building. 

He said it could cost more than £1 m to buy and 
refurbish the 1860s building, which includes 
original features such as its cells. 

He said funding possibilities could include a 
community share scheme. Should the 

community be able to buy, the building 
could also be rented to private firms to bring 
in revenue. 

The museum, which chronicles the history 
of the town, is currently based on the 
second floor above Beales department store 
in High Street.

Daughter in plea after 


ashes ornament theft 


A LIFE-SIZE fibreglass pig, 
containing the ashes of a Second 
World War veteran, has been 
stolen from his daughter's home. 

Jane Gilmore said she was 
distraught by the theft of the pig and a 
fibreglass piglet from her house last 
week. 

The 50-year-old bought the 
ornaments for £750 about a year ago 
and she decided to place some of her 
late father's ashes inside. 

Norman Simmons, who died in 
2008 at the age of 82, served in the 
Royal Navy during the Second World 
War before spending 55 years as a pig 
farmer in Essex. 

During his war service Mr Simmons 
spent 18 months in a military hospital 
in Australia after contracting 
tuberculosis. 

After recovering he was advised by 
doctors to work outdoors and so 
became a pig farmer. 

Ms Gilmore bought the ornaments 
as a tribute to him but she has now 
been left heartbroken after their theft. 

She said: "It was very difficult to 
deal with. 

"My father was and still is my hero, 
my inspiration, my first love and my 
best friend. That's what this means to 
me. 

"Thankfully I did not put all his 
ashes in there but it is painful to think 
someone has taken some of them 
home and is looking at them." 

The pigs were part of an installation 
outside Ms Gilmore's house in 
Courtington Lane, Bloxham, and were 
secured to the ground. 

She said: "It is quite nice because 
the pigs were quite close to the road 
and little kids going to primary school 
would stop and look at them.

Family 'traumatised' 
after shock dog attack 


A FAMILY say they have been left 
"traumatised" after their pet dog 
was blinded in a vicious attack by 
another dog in Banbury. 

The white Pomeranian dog was 
being walked on a lead by a 
family with a young girl, when a 
man with a large dog walked past. 

The larger dog - a white 
Japanese Akita-type dog - then 
attacked the pet, severing its 
optical nerves and leaving it 
blind. 

It happened on Banbury Canal 
Day - Sunday, October 5 - at 
about 3.30pm, on the towpath 
near the Mill Arts Centre in 
Spiceball Park Road. 

Thames Valley Police did not 
inform the public of the attack 
until late last week. 

They said the larger dog had 
distinctive dark brown and light 
brown legs and the man walking 
it is described as being white, 


about 6ft 2in, stocky, with short, 
shaved hair and he was wearing 
knee-length combat shorts. 

PC Paul Froggatt said: "This was 
a ferocious attack on a small dog, 
which was on a lead at the time. 
The family, which includes a 
young daughter, were enjoying 
the Banbury Canal Day when the 
incident happened. They say they 
have been completely traumatised 
by this attack on their pet dog. 

"The family were devastated by 
what happened to their dog and it 
is vital that we trace the owner of 
the larger dog and speak to him. 

"The attack happened on one 
of the busiest days of the year in 
Banbury and there were crowds 
of people nearby. 

"We have pursued all other 
lines of inquiry and I am now 
asking for assistance from the 
public to try to identify this man 
and his dog."

Worry at take-up 
of tots' flu vaccine 


AN EXTRA 8,000 children across 
Oxfordshire are entitled to a flu 
vaccine this winter under new health 
policies. 

A call has gone out to parents to take up 
the nasal flu vaccine as it emerged barely 
50 per cent of eligible children in the 
county benefited last year. 

The NHS introduced free vaccinations 
for children aged two and three last year, 
and this winter it has been extended to 
four-year-olds, of whom there are 8,299 
registered in the county. 

Rather than with a needle, this 
vaccination is done through a nasal spray. 

Nikki Fitter, a parent who has already 
taken advantage of the change, got her 
four-year-old son Henry vaccinated at her 
local surgery. 

Mrs Fitter, 38, said: "My children seem 
particularly susceptible to high 
temperatures and so getting the flu 
vaccination for Henry seemed like a no- 
brainer. 

"The vaccination was easy and painless. 
It took just a few seconds for Henry to 
receive the vaccination. He actually 
smiled through the process." 

NHS England figures show that last year 
a total of 4,371 two-year-olds in the 
county got the flu vaccination out of the 
8,915 who were eligible - a 49 per cent

uptake. Only 45.3 per cent of three-year- 
olds in Oxfordshire were vaccinated 
against the virus, 3,854 children out of the 
8,51 7 registered. 

Paula Jackson, a consultant in public 
health, said: "The children's vaccination 
programme was introduced last year and 
so it takes some time to raise people's 
awareness of it. 

"We are expecting uptake numbers to 
rise." 

All children aged between two and four 


are entitled to the free vaccination, in the 
hope it will prevent the virus spreading 
around nurseries and pre-schools. 

Ms Jackson added: "It is a very effective 
way to prevent a child suffering the nasty 
effects of flu, and to help stop the spread 
of infection." 

Parents of children eligible for the 
vaccine should have been automatically 
contacted by their GP or schools in 
September and October. 

• If your child is aged between two and 
four and you have not received any 
information, contact your GP or practice 
nurse.

Preparing 
for looming 
big freeze 


IN depots around Oxfordshire 
huge piles of salt are already 
being stockpiled to protect 
Oxfordshire's roads when 
temperatures plummet. 

As county council managers prepare 
for winter, about 12,000 tonnes of salt 
has already been stockpiled. 

A Winter in Oxfordshire campaign 
has been launched, to encourage 
residents to consider how well 
prepared they are for this winter's cold 
spells. 

Salt from Cheshire is being 
stockpiled at a number of depots to 
make sure the roads are kept open. 

Deputy leader of the county council 
Rodney Rose said: "We want to 
highlight the importance of being 
prepared. The council undertakes a

huge amount of work to keep people 
safe during winter. 

"Being prepared for winter means 
everything from gritting roads and 
thinking about floods to making sure 
the old lady next door has heating and 
supplies if she can't get out." 

This year's campaign includes 
encouraging residents to prepare for 
flooding, and the county council has 
invested about £750,000 so far this 
year on a number of flood-prevention 
measures. 

The council says is it ready to cope 
with the extreme weather winter can 
bring, including ice on the roads and 
flooding.

About 43 per cent of the county's 
road network is salted when conditions 
demand it — that includes all A-roads 
and B-roads and some C-roads. 

A county council spokesman said 
the council gritted "the busiest roads" 
and added: "This means our gritters 
routinely cover more than 1,200 miles 
of road, which is approximately the 
distance from London to Iceland or 
London to Morocco. 

"We've got more than 12,000 tonnes 


of salt in stock — the same as in 
previous winters 

"The council has the ability to put 
out up to 30 gritters at any one time 
when cold temperatures lead to frost or 
snowfall. 

"Gritters can also be fitted with 
snowploughs very quickly." 

The council has run a series of 
roadshows to advise residents on how 
they can protect their homes against 
flooding and between January to 


September it spent more than 
£560,600 on highway and land 
drainage improvement work around 
the county. 

There has also been an investment of 
£193,000 on cleaning and repairing 
damaged underground pipework. 

The council is working with 
landowners who own land next to 
streams, rivers and brooks to encourage 
them to complete maintenance work to 
reduce the risk of flooding.

After holding a concert of the 
chosen tunes, dubbed Dead 
Good Songs, festival organisers 
are appealing for more people to 
reveal the songs they want played 
as they go to meet their maker.

Goodbye are also among the 
favourites requested at one 
Kidlington-based funeral 
company. Songs from Disney's 
Frozen and the Teletubbies have 
also featured at children's 
funerals. 

A spokesman said: "Funerals 
are less often in churches than 
they used to be, so people don't 
feel they have to do it in the way 
they used to. 

"People want to reflect the life 
of the person that lived, so they 
give a lot of thought to it." 

The Kicking the Bucket Festival, 
which ended last week, included 
more than 40 events across the 
county aimed at tackling the 
taboos surrounding death. 

Ms Rothschild said she hoped 
to host another concert at the 
2016 festival and was still keen to 
hear from residents about their 
funeral song choices.

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Youngsters are Tailing to realise television licence laws' 


EIGHTY-one young people were caught watching TV without a 
licence in Oxfordshire over the past year, new figures have 
revealed. 

Figures from TV Licensing show more than 27,000, aged 18 to 
25, were caught in the UK from September 2013 to August 2014. 

Watching live TV on any device without a licence can result in 
prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000. 

It said students were not exempt and research found 24 per 


cent thought they did not need one if they were watching on a 
computer, laptop or mobile. 

Licensing spokesman Martin Dyan said: "On average students 
own three devices capable of streaming live TV, so it is important 
they understand the law when it comes to TV and devices. 

"Watching live TV on any device is illegal without a TV licence 
and could result in prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000. 

"If you are a student and you are worried about paying for a 


TV licence get in touch. We know some people struggle to pay 
which is why we have many payment options available to spread 
the cost in smaller, more manageable chunks." 

In September Culture Secretary Sajid Javid announced he 
would set up a review into the licence fee to look at making it a 
civil instead of criminal offence. 

This would mean the law-breakers would not be sent to prison 
or get a criminal record. 


Abuse: fear over cuts 


speaks out as council considers

A FORMER victim of domestic 
abuse has warned that cuts of 
£132,000 to services will lead to a 
rise in cases. 

Oxfordshire County Council will 
decide how it can make the savings in 
a review running from December to 
next June. 

It emerged yesterday that all services 
- including helplines and refuges - 
could be cut. 

Deborah Wiffen, who runs an 
Oxfordshire support group, said: 

"These cuts will have a significant 
effect on frontline services. 

"And they will make society believe 
that there is not a problem any more, 
when actually it is just going to get 
worse. 


"There are not enough support 
groups as it is and funding is constantly 
an issue. 

"Being a victim of domestic abuse 
can be a shameful thing to carry and 
we need more people to be open 
about it. 

"Even though it happened to me 
many years ago, it is still a great source 
of pain in my life." 

The county council plans to reduce 
funding for domestic abuse services 
from £331,000 to £199,000 by 
2016/2017. 

It is part of cuts to "housing related 
services" - homelessness support, 
domestic abuse support, substance 
abuse support and floating support for 
vulnerable adults - by £1.5m. 

Last week the council's health and 
wellbeing board moved the measures 
forward to cabinet and said findings of 


the review into domestic abuse 
services would report back in July 
2015. 

A public three-month consultation 
exercise would follow, members were 
told, from August to October, and then 
a final scheme would be approved in 
December. 

The authority has already held a 
wider-ranging consultation earlier this 
year, which had 78 responses. Of 
those, 69 were women. 

It found the proposals were not 
supported and respondents were 
worried about the impact of women 
and children. 

At the committee meeting, Ed Turner, 
told members: "I understand the 
pressures the county council is under, 
but many people are gravely concerned 
about the overall level of cuts." 

He asked county council leader Ian 


reducing support 

Hudspeth if a review would take place 
before or after a budget was set, and 
whether certain parts could be 
ringfenced. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "I can't say we 
are going to ringfence or increase 
funding for anything at the moment, 
because we are looking at all areas at 
the moment and this is just one." 

The council leader added that 
predicting next year's money pressures 
was particularly difficult due to 
uncertainty about how much it would 
receive from the Government next year. 

Last February the authority - which 
runs the majority of services across 
Oxfordshire - already approved cuts of 
£64m to its budget. 

And from 2010/11 to 201 7/18, 
Government funding for the council's 
revenue budget will fall by 39 per cent 
- about £96m.

T he spectre of war casts a long 
shadow over the penultimate 
chapter of the blockbusting 
dystopian thrillers based on 
Suzanne Collins' bestselling trilogy.

Harry Potter and Twilight sagas by 
cleaving the final book in two. 

This decision - driven as much 
by greed as artistic necessity - 
results in a dark, brooding two 
hours of self-sacrifice almost 
completely devoid of the propulsive 
action sequences that distinguished 
the earlier films. 

Jennifer Lawrence's portrayal of 
reluctant heroine Katniss Everdeen, 
a pawn in the battle of wits 
between the money-rich Capitol 
and the impoverished Districts, 
remains a mesmerising constant. 

She delivers another emotionally 
bruising performance, especially in 
early scenes when her battle- 
scarred teenager stares over the 
smouldering ruins of her beloved 
District 12, littered with charred 
skeletons of friends and 
neighbours who were incinerated as 
they fled. 

This hellish vision brings 
Lawrence to her knees, unable to 
hold back racked sobs of pain. 

The floodgates open and 


screenwriters Peter Craig and 
Danny Strong take their time 
channelling her aching sense of loss 
into an all-consuming rage that will 
set the Capitol ablaze this time next 
year. 

"If we burn, you burn with us!" 
she bellows down a camera lens at 
President Snow (Donald 
Sutherland). 

We don't doubt it. 

Katniss barely survived the Third 
Quarter Quell. 

Separated from fellow tributes 
Peeta (Josh Hutcherson) and 
Johanna (Jena Malone), who are 
being held in the Capitol, Katniss 
gathers her strength in a secret 
underground complex. 

Her allies include childhood 
friend Gale Hawthorne (Liam 
Hemsworth), mentor Haymitch 
Abernathy (Woody Harrelson), 
chaperone Effie Trinket (Elizabeth 
Banks), architect of the rebellion 
Plutarch Heavensbee (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) and District 13 
President Alma Coin (Julianne 
Moore). 

The people of the Districts look 
to Katniss to lead them against 
President Snow and the armed 
forces of Panem. 

"We're going to stoke the fire of 
this revolution that this Mockingjay 
started," growls Plutarch, 
commissioning a series of 
propaganda videos directed by 
Cressida (Natalie Dormer), with 
Katniss as the reluctant star. 

Meanwhile, Snow initiates his 
own forceful media campaign 
fronted by Caesar Flickerman 
(Stanley Tucci) and a clearly 
disoriented Peeta.

Toast to new pub law

DRINKERS could soon be able to 
drink a wider range of beers in 
Oxfordshire's pubs than ever 
before, the Campaign for Real Ale 
has claimed. 

A potential change to the law could 
see landlords running pubs owned by 
big pub companies allowed to buy their 
beer on the open market. 

Under current rules they are only 
permitted to buy beer from the brewery 
that owns their pub. 

According to figures released by 
CAMRA, an 11-gallon keg of Fosters 
costs an average of £150.22 from a pub 
company, compared to £84.99 on the 
open market. 

Last week the House of Commons 
voted to end this practice, although the 
House of Lords still needs to approve 
the change before it becomes law. 

Oxford CAMRA chairman Tony 
Goulding said the move would benefit 
both pubs and drinkers. 

He said: "It is an amazing victory. It 
is scandalous for breweries or pub 
companies to sell to a free house for 
£90 a barrel yet charge their tenants 
£150. There is a huge amount of 
different types of beer out there, so this 
should mean greater choice for the 
consumer. 

"It will give microbreweries a better 
chance to get into pubs and it will give

the tied pubs a better choice." 

Under the current system, many pub 
companies will rent the building to 
landlords at a reduced rate, but with 
the rule that they must only buy beers 
that the company dictates. 

If the proposed law goes ahead, big 
pub chains would be banned from 
making rules over what beers are 
bought, freeing up landlords to buy 
whatever brands they want. 

One local brewery owner, Ed Murray, 
said: "It should work to the benefit of 
small independent breweries because it 
will give us access to the bar in lots of 
pubs who can't buy our beer, even if 
they want to. 

"Landlords may have a rent increase 
if they leave a pub company but it gives 
them the option to make a choice. 

"Microbrewery beer is much cheaper 
than landlords having to purchase from 
the pub company." 

But Anthony Weston, who manages a 
pub, said he had no problem with his 
landlord. 

He said: "Pub companies keep the 
brewery going. I think the pub 
companies are a good thing, as long as 
they are not buying up local pubs that 
are working. There is not the money 


any more for people wanting to own 
their own pub." 

The British Beer and Pub Association, 
which represents many pub companies, 


criticised the vote in Parliament. 

Chief executive Brigid Simmonds 
said: "This change effectively breaks the 
'beer tie', which has served Britain's 


unique pub industry well for nearly 400 
years. It would hugely damage 
investment, jobs, and result in 1,400 
pubs closing, with 7,000 job losses."
